George M. Reynolds, president of the Conti- 
‘nental National bank of Chicago, has been 
slated for the secretaryship of the treasury 
under the next administration. Mr. Reyn- 
olds has been ‘* felt out ’* by authority of the 
president elect with a view of having him in 
the cabinet. No other name is now consid- 
ered for the place. 

It rests with Mr. Reynolds td accept or de- 
cline an offer, which it is expected will be 
formally made within a few days. Of course, 
the president elect’s advisers have a pretty 
good notion how the Chicago banker wil) 
view the matter, otherwise his name would 
‘no longer be under consideratign. Mr, Reyn- 
olds, acco to the authority for this 
announcement, has not been in any sense a 
candidate for the position, and in the begin- 
ning refused to consider it. But he stands 
high with Senator Aldrich, and it is under- 
stood the latter has used much influence to 
have Mr. Reynolds consider favorably any 
tentative offer that might be made to him. 


Meets the Favor of All. 

It is said here that if Mr. Reynokis accepts 
the position he will go into the office of sec- 
retary of the treasury under unusually favor- 
able circumstances. His appointment would 
be in harmony with the wishes of Senator 
Aldrich, Senator Knox, and the most im- 
portant banking and business interests of f 
the country. 

The opportunities for the next secretary 
of the treasury to make a highly distin- 
guished record are‘also unusual, He will be, 
‘if successful, of large importance in mone- 


the next four years. It was for this reason 
that Senator Aldrich and his associates on 
the monetary commission want Mr. Reynolds 
for the place. He has acted with the com- 
mission in its investigation of foreign bank- 
ing systems, He spent several weeks abroad 
last summer with Senatér Aldrich, chairman 
of banking in -England, Germany, . and 
France. 

The secretary of the treasury under the 
next administration, it has been. inslsted, 
should be in harmony with the legislative 
branches of the government which have cre- 
ated the. monetary commission, Mr, Reyn- 
olds’ attitude in this particular vo hes 
been defined. 


Would Aid Finance Legislation. 
Senator Aldrjich’s relations with. the large 
banking interests in New York indicate that 
the latter may also have used their influence 
to induce Mr. Reynolds to favorably consider 


the treasury portfolio. 

Mr. Reynolds is the president of the Ameri- 
cam Bankers’ association and in a sense would 
represent the banking interests of the coun- 
try asa whole. But the real reason appar- 
ently for wanting him as secretary of the 
treasury is that he is in sympathy with the 
movement to give this country financial leg- 
islation which will for a half century at least 
and perhaps permanently relieve the country 
of its periodic money famines and finan- 
cial stringencies. 


subject and President Elect Taft's closest 
advisers recognize the importance of ade- 
quate currency legislation. Mr. Taft also, 
it is said, expects the money problem to be 
the greatest one to be solved during his 
administration, and he naturally turned to 
the monetary commission and its chairman 
for counsel in the matter of a secretary to 
the treasury. 


Central Bank Is Favored. 

The dominating idea of the monetary com- 
mission is for a great central bank. No de- 
tails, of course, have yet been worked out, 
but it is a moral certainty that when Senator 
Aldrich’s commission does make a report the 
basis of legislation suggested will be the cen- 
tral bank. Concerning this proposition there 
has been a notable change both here and in 
New York since the early months of 1908. 

In some way the feeling became genera! 
that the monetary commission was predis- 
posed in favor of the central bank and that it 
might as well be regarded as something more 
or less inevitable. The National City bank 
crowd always has favored a central bank, 
while, until the money panic of 1907 and 1908, 
the so-called Morgan-Baker interests op- 
posed it.

Banking Interests Now United. 

The old antagonism has disappeared. The 
money panic taught the financial powers that 
more could be accomplished for the getieral 
good by working together than by opposing 
each other's interests. 

It happens therefore that Mr. Reynolds, if 
he becomes secretary of the treasury, will 
have the united support of the largest money 
interests as well as that of both branches of 
congress as represented by the monetary 
commission. It ie the general desire to ac- 
complish permanent results gnd give the 
country a currency and banking system 
adapted to its needs, and, in view of the fact 
that Mr. Reynolds is eminently qualified for 
the duties of secretary of the treasury and ts 
in active sympathy with the aimsof the com- 
mission, he has been urged to; accept the 
place if offered to him. -

Coke company, the coking company of the 
United States Steel corporation, has de- 
cided to abandon work on additional coke 
ovens. in Pennsytvania, which were to be 
built at. a cost of $3,000,000 and in their 
stead construct an enormous coking by- 
product plant at Gary. 

The plant will. be capable of suprising 
enough gas for Chicage and many other 
towns -in northern Illinois and Indiana. It 
will. take the place of 700 ovens which were 
to bave been built af Filbert, 500 at Ralph, 
and 500 at Sarah, Pa. In the meantime 
the company is opening new mines to sup- 
ply the ovens with coal. 


Big Saving of By-products. 

It was the intention of the steel corporation 
to build more beehive ovens in the Connells- 
ville region in Pennsylvania, but it has de- 
cided to - build an extensive. series of by- 
product ovens ‘instead, thus saving all the 
gas now wested in coking coal, besides sav- 
ing the ammonia and other coal tar products. 

By-product ovens have been in successful 
operatign In Germany many years, and ex- 
periments with them in the United States 
in ‘the Jast five years have proved remuner- 


ative. 
May Abate Smoke Nuisance. 

It ie said the plant to be constructed at 
Gary will effect a great saving in the cost of 
making the coke, which will be put on the 
market as fuel in competition with coal. In- 
asmuch as coke is a smekeless fuel, it may 
have much to do with ridding Chicago of the 
smoke muisance. 

The slump in the demand for fron and steel 
ie said to have decided the corporation to 
abandon the project “of building more bee- 


l hive ovens. Plans for modern by-product 


ovens at the various steel plants have been 
drawn and the’ coal will be shipped to the 
platite instead of being coked on the spot. 


More Work in South Chicago. 

There was rejoicing in hundreds of homes 
in South Chicago when word was sent out 
from the offices of the INinois Steel company 
that four mills and three blast furnaces wil! 
be opened on Monday. 

This resumption of work is the biggest 
evidence of renewed prosperity the factory 
workers in that section of the City have seen.

Consul Holds Matter Too Trivial for 
Government Action. 


Jan. 30.—Following the re- 
newal of agitation for anti-Japanese legis- 
lation by the state legislature Kenji Kaneko, 
@ graduate of the Imperial university. at 
Tokio and a student at the University of 
California, was attacked by eight white 
students today and chased off the university 
campus. 

As a result the Rerkeley Japanese asso- 
ciation, numbering about 1,000 members, is 
highly incensed and has declared its inten- 
tion of demanding that the Japanese consul 
general at San FranciscO make representa- 
tions to the American government through 
| Ambassador Takahira in Washington. 


Former Aid at Consulate. 

Kaneko, ,who until a year ago was attached 
to the Japanese consulate at San Francisco 
as interpreter, had been attending a lecture 
at California hall. As he walked through 
the campus he passed a group of eight stu- 
dents who were discussing the Japanese 
question. 

Kaneko stopped a moment to hear what 
was being said and one of the group jostied 
into him and knocked him down. The Japa- 
nese quickly jumped up and made some re- 
mark which was resented by the students. 
They closed around Kaneko and as he started 
to run pursued and rained blows upon him, 
finally chasing him off the campus, 


Report Made to Police. 

A report of the atteck wae made to the 
police by Dr. W. Morris Carpenter, with 
whom Kaneko hae been living. E. A. Hugili, 
superintendent of the university grounds, be- 
gan an investigation, but so far has been un- 
able to learn the identity of the young men 
who attacked Keneko. 

Kaneko said tonight that he would not per- 
sonally call the matter to the attention of the 
Japanese consul or take any action, but 
would not interfere if othere took such e 
step. 

I. Waea and H. 8. Mori, president and sec- 
retary, respectively, of the Japanese asso- 
ciation, stated that the association would ask 
Choseo Koike, the Japanese consul general, 
to report the matter to Washington, 


‘Jap Consular Officer Belittles It. 

San Francieco,Cal., Jan. 30.—Vice Consul 
General Takaheaechi, when seen at the Japa- 
neee consulate tonight, stated that the al- 
leged attack. upan a Japanese student at 
Berkeley today had not been called to his 
attention. 

“Tt is a matter for the police court to set- 
tle,” said he. “‘ Even should it be officially 
reported to me, I consider it too trivial to de- 
perve any attention.”’ 


New Anti-Alien Bill Favored. 

Sacramento, Oal., Jan. 30.~—The assembly 
judiciary committee, to which was referred 
the new anti-alen bill, prohibiting all aliens 
from holding land, but eliminating the clause 
objected to by President Roosevelt as dis- 
criminating againet the Japanese, decided 
late today to report the measure favorably.

Rockefeller’s churc the Euclid Avenue 
Baptist, faces a revohition, according to re- 
porte quietly circulated. 

Several weeks ago the pastor, Dr. Charles 
A. Eaton, left to go to Madison Avenue Bap- 
tist church in New York, and the Rev. Robert 
H. Westwood resigned as assistant pastor. 
The resignation of the Rev. F. W. Hagar, the 
other assistant pastor, is expected to be 
presented on Stinday, and next week’ the 
-resignation of the»Rev. Carmelio. Laci, in 
charge of the Itelian mission, will be 
tendered. 

Following the announcement of the Rev. 
Mr. Westwood’s resignation, men and women 
wept. Several left the church, saying they 
would not go back until their beloved minigter 
returned. 

The resignations of the assistant pastorsis 
due, it is said, to the same policy which forced 
Dr. Baton to resign. It le declared that the 
church will no longer pursue the broad lines 
advocated and pushed by Ur. Eaton and that 
the conservative element is now prevailing. 

It is intimated that the Rev. H. C. Apple- 

garth, who has been preaching at Euciid Ave- 
nue Beptist church since the beginning of 
Dr. Eaton's illness last summer, ie in patt re- 
sponsible for the changes in policy now tak- 
ing place. During Dr. Appilegarth’s former 
pastorate of the Euclid Avenue Baptist 
church it was known as the “ nich man's 
church,” and was ultraconservative and ex- 
clusive. At the time Dr. Applegarth left it 
was rumored that he bed been practically 
forced out. 
The policy of the church was entirely 
changed when Dr. Eaton became its pas- 
tor. The church doors were thrown wide 
open to all, rich and poor, and was crowded 
to the doors at every service. To this change 
many, of the older and rieher members ob- 
jected.

The substance of Prof. See’s theory of the 
formation of the solar syetem is as follows: 

He denies that the planets were ever de- 
tached from the sun when that glebe was ex- 
panded into a nebula filling the planetary 
orbits, and submits mathematical caicula- 
tions to show thet all these masees have been 
captured. Originaliy the “system was a 
spiral nebula of much larger dimeneione 
than at present; formed by the. automatic 
coiling up under’ mutual gravitation of two 
or more streams of cosmica] dust which met 
rats ne & way as to produce a whirling mo- 

n. 
As the nebula coiled up under ite own mu- 
tual gravitation the spirale were gradually 
drawn neerer and nearer together, and ghe 
nuclel formed in these coils revolved in’ el-. 
liptical pathe of eccentricity. These 
orgenal nuciel in the coiling etreams were the 
beginning of the planete, which became 
larger by gathering up more cosmical dust, 
while at the same time their orbits were re- 
duced in #ize and rounded up under the secu- 
lar action of the resisting medium against 
which these bodies revolved. The resisting 
medium is the true secret of the roundnece of 
the orbits of the planets and satellites, The 
nearly perfect circularity of these orbits al-

Solar System Smaller Today. 

This nebulous resistance has greatly dimin- 
ished the size and eccentricity of the original 
orbits, so that our solar system was in the 
beginning much larger than it is known to 
be today. But-as Neptune's orbit i¢ almost 
an exact circle, Prof. See feels confident, and 
so announced to the society tonight, that 
there still exists severa] known planets of 
considerable size above Neptune, some of 
which may yet be discovered. If Neptune 
were the outermost planet, he said: 

“The orbits would not ‘be so round, for , 
this circularity of the orbit indicates that 
Neptune revolved for a long time against 
great resistance, and therefore the nebula 
at that distance was dense enough to have 
afforded matter for several other planets 
beyond. So that with the most powerful te)- 
escope we have as yet by no means reached 
the outer limits of the solar system.” 


Notable Recordin Astronomy. . 

Prof. See was born of German parentage 
near Montgomery City, Mo,,in 1866. At18 he 
entered Missouri State university at Colum- 
bla and his work in. mathematics there at- 
tracted attention, He won the Missouri as- 
tronomical médal with a thesis on “ The Ori- 
gin of Binary Stars,'' and this has been the 
center about which his work in astronomy 
has chiefly revolved. In 1889 he went to Ber- 
lin, studying under Helmholtz, .Forster. 
Fouch, Tictjen, and Zeler, and in 1892 received 
the degrees Ph. D,. and M. A. of the Univer- 
sity of Berlin. , 

An article by See upon double stars at this 
time attracted wide attention throughout as- 
tronomical circles in Burope, Returning to 
America, he accepted the head professorship 
in the University of Chicago in the depart- 
ment ofastronomy. Afterward he was called 
to the Lowell observatory in the City of Mex- 
ico and thence went to Flagstaff, Ariz., where 
he discovered about 600 new double stars. 
He was appointed professor of mathematics 
in the navy in 1889 and has made many im- 
portant investigations since he entered the 
government service, .

presence of a palpable evil against which the 
fire and lamp contend in vain 

With great caution and under great diffi- 
cultfes the most necessary traffic is being 
carried om. Omnibuses constantly blunder 
om to the pavement, and one pair of horses 
yesterday stumbled downstairs into the 
Kingsway subwey. 

Gas Flares Are Set Up.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—H. Rider Haggard, 
the author of “She’’ etc., was recently 
asked to answer a number of questions as to 
the law relating\to inebriates. He made the 
following suggestions: i 

“I submit that the best way to promote 
sobriety ie to make it exceedingly uncom- 
fortable for the individual who gets drunk. 
I am quite certain that if public intoxication 
ceased to be treated as a kind of troublesome 
and malodorous joke, and if its repetition 
were punished by sentences of. confinement 
increasing in length in. proportion to the fre- 

uency of the offense, instead of being con- 

ned by a 5 shilling or even a smaller fine, 
we should hear and see a great deal less of 
it than we do at present.’’ 


Deal Gently at First. 

Mr. Haggard’s idea of making it uncom- 
fortable is representéd by the following sug- 
gestions for dealing with the offense of Pub- 
lic .drunkennegss: First offense, dismissal 
with a caution; second, the ordinary fine: 
third offense, committal to jail without the 
option of a fine. He would not commit, how- 
ever, to the common prison, but toa specially 
organized department of it reserved for 
drunken cases, where they could be suitably 
but kindly treated, with a view to ‘their 
reformation, 

All thigis for “ simple drunkenness.” 
Haggard’ adds: “If the drunkenness wiont! 
be accompanied with violence or with the 
use of that filthy language in which drun- 
kards are wont to foam out their own shame 
in public, or if the intoxicated person should 
be in charge 6f a vehicle or of children, then 
I think that the magistrates should commit 
upon the second, if not upon the first offense 
elgg some circumstances to the common 
ail. 

. Court for Habitual Drunkard. 

Mr. Haggard's opinion is that either the 
police or the relative should have the power 
to bring an habitual drunkard before a 
court of summary jurisdiction, composed, 
at any rate so far as county divisions and 
boroughs are concerned, of not less than 
three magistrates, who should be empow- 
ered to try the case in eamera. If the court 
thought it in the interests of the drunkard 
(who is practically a lunatic), of his family 
or of the public, that court should be able 
to commit such a person for a definite period 
ott A inspected home, quite irre- 

ve o e consent 
even of his family. ee. oF 

Mr. Haggard makes suggestions as to full 
reports to the home secretary, and the giving 
of the power of appeal. He adds that he 
would include all persons addicted to the 
excessive use of deleterious drugs in the 
definition of habitual inebriates.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—The subject of proper 
dress for business women is agitating the 
eity. ‘The Association of Shorthand Writers 
and Typists held a solemn meeting at Chan- 
dos hall this week to discuss it. Miss Ma- 
rion Hodge, who ably presided, put the mat- 
ter succinctly. The difficulty was, she said, 
to hit on a dress suitable for the office yet 
sufficiently stylish if the wearer had social 
engagements afterward. The meeting jeered 
at the idea of a uniform. 

“One doesn't always want to be severely 
simple,’ said Miss O'Connor Hayes in 4 
burst of oratory that carried away the audi- 
ence. “The typist’s life is monotonous any- 
way, and it is far worse if she must wear the 
same dress day after day.’’ 

Enthusiastic applause greeted her vindi- 
cation of the typist’s right to dress as she 
wishes. Miss Ruth Young; who followed, 
talked of the charm of violets and hygienic 
advantages of white blouses with elbow 
sleeves. 

‘Dress as a Wage Raiser. 

“Color,” thoughtfully added Miss Young, 
who is honorary secretary of the associa- 
tion, “has an indefinable womanly influence 
on your employer, and it raises your salary.”’ 

The association's meeting and verdict 
against uniforms seems to have aroused a 
good deal of talk. From a cloud of opinions 
put forward two assured facts emerge: That 
office uniform for English typists and women 
clerks can never be established—and that 
they are already in existence. 

A city warehouse man employing a large 
number of business girls tells with glee the 
experience of a competitor of his. The head 
of the firm was practically out of the busi- 
ness, but liked to potter about the place, and 
he established a sort of uniform of brown 
with white collars and cuffs, in which the 
girls looked so demure and sympathetic that 
his son married one. The marriage turned 
out well, but the experiment was abandoned. 


Woman Clerks Dress Alike.

“ At the present moment we héve only small 
quantities, hut we are dealing with a sub- 
stance that may be regarded ae almost lim- 
itlese. in power. Thie cannot be said of X 
rays end Finsen light. From the fact that 
this relation exists we may draw the con- 
clusion that so far as growths of a certain 
type are concerned if we only ‘have suffi- 
cient redfum we can carry out whatever may 
be the. wishes of the surgeon. 

‘The effect of radium in chronic eczema is 
well known. As regafds rodent ulcers I 
may say those certain types may be cured by | 
radium. .One case in which an ulcer tas of 
meny years’ duration, and in which the tis- 
sue had adhered to the bone, wae unsucceéss- 
fully treated by X rays and Fineen light. A 
cure, nevertheless, was effected at two sit- 
tings with radium.” 


Effect in Chronic Eczema. 

Sir Frederick explained that in the epplii- 
cation of radium the main factor was the 
extent of sufface. A little radipm spread 
over a wide surface was much more powerfu! 
than a great deal applied in a tube, There 
could be used a cloth, silk, or anything that 
could be varnished, and there would come off 
from the redium an ¢manation, or vapor, 
which had the power of rerdering any body 
brought near it radioactive. There was no 
method of introducing radioactivity except 
ftom enidnation. 

How to Get Best Results. 

-It was probable, he said, that the future 
of radium in surgéry ley with the emanation. 
If the emenation could be inhaled it might 
be good for human beings with certain lung 
maladies to have introduced into the lungs a 
vapor capahje of depositing. on the air 
passages a radiocective deposit. That was 
merely a surmise, he sald. As to the lines on 
which future investigation of the poten- 
tiality of radium would proceed there was a 
question whether consumption could be 
cured by inhaling emanation. 

Another point was whether the injection 
of a radioactive solution by means of a hy po- 
dermic syringe would be beneficial in certain 
wases. He hed been dealing solely with cases 
in bis own experience, but with reservation, 
he gave the experiment of. a brother scientist 
of high reputation, where cancer had been 
set up in a moure and a golution of radium 
was injected, with the fesult that the growth 
disappeared.

I have received word from my brother Tom, 
who is im business at Frisco, saying that it 
looked bad for the game, although nothing 
definite had been done so far. There is a 
feeling againet the ring sport in certain cir- 
cles that will bear watching: In the big 
California centers the pastime is popular, but 
im the country districts the legislators are 
not highly tn favor of the game. 

James J. Jeffries probably saw the hand- 
writing on the wall when he advertised his 
club for sale. Others with whom I keep in 
touch have foreseen trouble. Personally I 
am more optimistic and believe that the Call- 
fornia lawmakers will pass a law, if they 
find themselves compelled to, that will limit 
bouts to ten or twenty rounds.

FROZEN WANDS AND FEET IN 
MARATHON RUN IN BLIZZARD. 


Despite Intense Cold 230 Star* in Des- 
perate Race and Thousands Line 
Course—Winner’s Name Is Shannon. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 30.—[{Special.}—Run- 
ning, walking. slipping, and sliding over 26 
miles and 385 yards of snow covered roads 
Shannon of Edgeworth, Pa., today won the 
Marathon road race from Rochester, Pa., to 
this city. making the distance in 3:43. Mas- 
ten of Pittsburg was second. 

From a field of 280 entries only fifty balked 
at facing conditions at which even a rural 
postman might well have kicked. A ten 
mile breeze and a driving snow swept into 
the faces of the thinly clad contestants, and 
before the race had been in progress long 
the route looked like the retreat from Mos- 
cow. 

One hour after the start one runner had 
retired with a broken ankle, while others, 
chilled to the bone, had retired with frozen 
hands and feet, keeping a corps of doctors 
stationed along the course busy. 

Despite the intense cold a crowd estimated 
at 100,000 tined the course, apparently un-. 
mindful of the fact the thermometer regis- 
tered 17 degrees above zero. Practically 
the entire Beaver valley was out, and the 
road to Ambridge, the first town east of 
Rochester, was crowded with thousands of 
spectators. 

The big fleld was sent away at 12:30, and it 
did not take long for the fast men to draw 
away. Two hours after the start Shannon 
reached Glenfield, sixteen miles from Roch- 
ester, closely follewed by Herman of Youngs- 
town and Grindell of Pittsburg. All three 
men appeared in fairly good condition.. At 
Ben Avon, six and a half miles from the fin- 
ish, Shannon still had the lead, Masten of 
Rochester having moved up to second place, 
with Herman third.

NEW PARK FOR DETROIT GLUB 


Owners Pay $55,000 for Mount 
Elliott Avenue Site. 


READY FOR USE IN. 1911. 


Modern Concrete and Steel Stands to 
Be Erected. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan: 80.—[{Special.]—Detroit 
will have a new baseball park. A deal was 
completed this morning whereby the Detroit 
baseball club comes into possession of a tract 
of land fronting on Mount ElHott avenue and 
bounded by Beaufait and Warren avenues. 

The site is 563 feet wide. and 735 feet deep, 
whereas Bennett park measures 422x500 feet. 
The purchagée price is $35,000. The former 
owner was Augustus Ruoff, a brewer.

Completed it will represent an outlay of 
something like $300,000. The park will pos- 
gess every modern impfovement and the 
stands will be constructed of concrete and 
steel.

There is a general demand that it be made 
self-sustaining, and if baseball magnates 
do not note speedily the signs of the times 
they are likely to find themselves out of 
jobs. 

The Three Eye league, being one of the 
earliest permanent minor organizations, was 
one of the first to encounter the demand for 
financial reform. and after many vicissitudes 
it at last’ has taken decisive action. Halfa 
dozen other minor leagues already have 


taken a similar course, and in Sexton’s judg- | 


ment they ajl will be in line at the end of 
another vear, and we sall have no longer the 
strange spectacle of class C leagues taking 
from a class B circuit the players who are 
too high priced for the latter to retain.

Sullivan is one pthiete who ts not going to 
quit the national game.! He was heard from. 
yesterday by a local sporting goods firm, 
from which he ordered one of his new pro-’ 
tectors. He didn't ask to have the pad sent 
to Ireland, where he is spending the winter, 
so it is presumed he intends tobe back on the 
south side when the season opens. “ Sully ”’ 
is at present in Cork, and Is so well pleased 
with Erin’s isle that he is delaying his return 
to this country until the last moment. 

Patent officials arways divide inventive ap- 
plicants into two classes, and call them 
“ freaks "’ and “ naturals.’ In the first class 
they include the dreamers and impracticable 
geniuses to whom the perpetyal motion ma- 
chine is the uttermost ambition. The “ nat- 
urals ’ include men whose inventions are the 
natural products of their daily life or occu- 
pations, based on intimate knowledge of the 
defects of devices already in use and de- 
signed through experience to remedy those 
defects. 


“Sully” Not Classed with “Freaks.” 

For every practical invention of commer- 
cial value turned out by the “ freaks,’’ there 
are said to be a score uf them by the “ nat- 
urals.”’” They have tabulated the White Sox 
catcher in the latter class. 

No sooner was the patent allowed than Doc 
White, one of Sullivan's battery partners, 
permitted himself to we photographed in 
various poses wearing the Sullivan protector 
to illustrate for commercial purposes the 
utilitarian features of the device and some 
of these snapshots are reproduced herewith. 

Sullivan did not start inventing with any 
sordid motive In view. His cevice is the 
result of many a suppressed grunt and of 
numérous black and yellow bruises on ribs 
and shoulders from the hot foul tips he has 
faced and stopped in the long years of serv- 
ice he has seen as receiver general for every 
known kind of delivery. It was not until 
these jolts in the slats were doubled in num- 
ber by the advent of the spitball that Sulli- 
van began seriously to meditate devising 
greater protection for himself and his fellow 
sufferers. 

For a year he plotted and figured to foil the 
foul tip; then, early last spring he had his 
ideas crystallized into manufactured form. 
Unhkke so many geniuses, Sullivan did not try 
his novelty on the dog. Instead he enacted 
the réle of dog himeelf and blossomed out 
one day in the new protector in the presence 
of a multitude of south side fans. 

Gives New Pad Thorough Trial. 

The debut was a success, but Sullivan did 
not bank on a single performance. He tried 
the thing out for a whole season in al] kinds 
of weather—hot, cold, wet, and dry—kindly 
loaned it to some of his esteemed contem- 
poraries and rivals, so that it could face all 
kinds of pitching, and finally decided it 
would do. 

Three leading faults in the old inflated pro- 
tector Sullivam sought to remedy. The wind 
pad wouldn’t hold wind always, and seemed 
possessed to leak right in advance of a whole 
flock of foul tips. It did not protect the 
catcher’s shoulders, and it interfered with 
his movements in throwing to bases, and in 
other feats requiring agility. He had to 
remedy these faulis without increasing the 
cost of manufacture unreasonably. 

To do away with the constant leakage, 
after a wind pad had been used a while, and 
to obviate the constant repairs, Sullivan dis- 
pensed with the idea of an inflated protector 
altogether. He replaced the wind with more 
substantial padding, making a ribed cush- 
ion do the work of more or less compressed 
air, usually less. But a solid blow against 
padding, no matter how thick or soft, would 
be uncomfortable, so Sullivan made a radical 
departure in the construction of his pro- 
tector. 

Front Built Like Snowplow. 

Instead of the old style flat pad which 
curved only at the sides of ‘the body, he 
formed the main portion of the protector out 
of two sets of horizontal rib like pads, one set 
on each side of a vertical dividing line. In 
this way when the new protector is adjusted 
to its wearer, it assumes a protruding posi- 
tion along the line of the central dividing line 
and the twosections slant backward in some- 
thing the same way as the bow-of a boat or 
the/mose of a snow plow. By this means the 
force of a‘ foul tip is not received directly 
against the body of the catcher with only 
wind intervening as formeriy. The pitched 
ball is deflected and hits the protector a 
glancing blow which hurts far less, accord- 
ing to Sullivan. 

The lower portion of the protector is com- 
posed of a series of vertical, instead of hori- 
zonta. padded ribs, so arranged that they 
deflect the foul tip downward and thus offer 
greater protection than the old pad, even 
when perfectly inflated. The shoulders of 
the catcher also are protected by padded ex- 
tensions which act as buffers even when a 
catcher is stooping down or leaning forward 
for a low pitched ball. 


No Interference with Movement. 

To obviate the handicap to a catcher’s 
throwing, the whole protector is supported 
on the body by a flexible harness much after 
the fashion of the average suspenders. This 
harness is readily adjustable to the wearer, 
and, even when fitted tightly to the body, does 
not interfere with the catcher’s freedom of 
motion as did the former device, which was 
held in place by an Itnflexible rieck band and 
a single elastic belt around the waist, which 
was often averse to remaining fastened, as 
fans can recall. 

Sullivan made all arrangements for the 
manufacture of his protector before starting 
for Ireland last fall and on his return in 
advance of the White Sox training trip wil] 
lay plans for cornering the market.

The 
fact to which he calls attention is important 
as well ae interesting, and it is through con- 
sidenation of such matters that progress in 
breeding is made. In addition to having 
been a fighting sailor in the civil war, a suc- 
cesaful farmer, a turf reporter for THE CHI- 
caco TRIBUNE in days gone by, 4 trainer 
and driver of trotters in herd fought races, 
and one of the best essayists on matters con- 
nected, with the light harness horse, Grattan 
also is prominent as a practical breeder. 


Argues Well for Fall Foals: 

Up im a country where the natural oppor- 
tunities of a trotting stallion are meager, he 
made a season of ninety mares with Lodal- 
ler in 1908, getting after the late customers 
with one of the best argumentsI ever read as 
to why a fall colt ia the best. Here it is: 

“Fall foals escape the flies until they are 
nearly a year old, when they have strength 
and length of tail Their dame have not 
much else to do in the winter but suckle 
them. They learn to eat oats with their 
dams and go on grase in the spring strong 
and lusty, ready to grow like weeds. They 
make the best 41:3 most enduring horses be- 
cause of their early start.” 

AH of which is true. Of course, the man 
who is looking for a colt trotter from his 
mare must have a spring foal, but. unless he 
gees it ie given extra care it is better than an 
even chance that in the fali he has a stunted, 
ragged looking, haff starved runt thet never 
afterwardstis fit for anything. Big flies and 
little flies, mosquitos, the biagzing sun, poor 
grase and not much of it, are the principal 
evils to be contended with by a weanling 
oolt on the average stock farm, <nd that so 
many of them survive to become good sized, 
healthy horses is indeed a mystery to those 
familiar with the subject. 

The first trotting aesociation to open an 
event for the current year is the mile track 
at Peoria, Ill., where a succeseful meeting 
was held last summer, and the conditions of 
the two races for which nominations are so- 
licited are such as to make them of more 
than ordinary interest.

But there are other quirks. Horses named 
Feb. 15, for instance, have until June 1 to 
pay the 1% per cent they are charged to 
start, one-helf of 1 per cent being due when 
the entry is made, a like armount March f3, 
and the balance June 1. Horses named on the 
second, third, and fourth days of closing also 
are given the benefit of the instaliment pian, 


the last payment on each class being due 
June 1. 


Know What They Must Face. 

This enables people who want to enter June 
15 to know exactly what they will have to 
face among the early birds, which is an ad- 
vantage, but they pay for it, being charged 
5 per cent of the purse, all payable on nomi- 
nation day. Two horsee can be named on one 
payment. Another horse can be substituted 
up to Mey 15 for any animal previously 
named on payment of an additional 2 per cent 
of the purse. 

But the condition that some horsemen wil) 
not like is that these $10,000 and $5,000 events 
are to be decided on the “ three heatsa race "’ 
plan, than which no more absurd proposition 
ever wes put up to horse owners and the pub- 
lic.

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PURDUE ‘GYM’ NEARLY READY 


Memorial Hall at Lafayette Soon 
to Be Finished. 


BUILT UP BY SUBSCRIPTION. 


Structure Monument to Memory of 
Students Killed in Wreck. 


Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 30.—[{Special.]—The 
Purdue Memorial gymnasium, built by popu- 
lar subscription and which soon will be ready 
for occupancy, will stand as a monument to 
the memory of the fourteen students who 
lost their lives in the train wreck on Oct, 31, 


1908, when the special carrying the students 


to the annual Purdue-Indiana football game 
at Indianapolis crashed into an ore train. 
The wreck wiped out of existence the ma- 
jority of the football team. ” 

The gymnasium has rapidly gone through 
the process of construction, and Coach Nicol 
expects to hold the spring practice in it. Its 
completion means that Purdue will have a 
gymnasium for all kinds of exercises, and 
an athletic equipment inferior to none. The 
opportunity thus afforded for healthful 
recreation is to be a new factor In student 
Mfe at the university. 


Building Close to Field. 

Ground for the new gymnasium was broken 
on April 27. It is on the northwest corner of 
the campus, adjacent to Stuart field, which 
assures convenience of access and harmoni- 
ous surroundings. The bullding covers 85 by 
165 feet in ground area, with a prerreyes on 
the eastern side 35 by 70 feet, which provides 
for the entrance hall, offiges, and committee 
rooms. The *‘ gym" fidGr, which is the main 
feature, is 80 by 160 feet.--On this floor is lo- 
cated the running track. suspended from 
above. It is 10 feet wide and approximately 
twelve lapse to the mile. 

The lower story of the bullding will contain 
the swimming pool, 30 by 60 feet, shower 
baths, locker rooms, and quarters for the 
varsity team in season and visiting contest- 
ants. The structure will be heated by direct 
radiation, supplied with Mve steam from a 
central heating plant. Particular attention 
will be paid to venhtiletion. Electric exhaust 
fans will be in operation. 


Entrance Is Large. 

The entrance will be through a spacious 
hall, on either side of which are located 
lounging and trophy rooms. It leads direct 
to the “gym '’’ floor. Provision fias been 
made for an office for Physical Director Hugh 
Nicol. 

There has been no more interested person in 
the project in the university than President 
Stone, who always has been an ardent sup- 
porter of pure athletics. The general design 
of the structure is attractive and appropriate. 
The architects are R. P. Doggett & Co. of 


Indianapolis.

Merits of Conventions Discussed. 

A great deal has been written concerning 
the respective merits of the heart convén- 
tion and the so-called short suit convention 
at bridge. 

The heart convention is arbitrary and un- 
aqoubtedly a nuisance, but with that feature 
of the question this article is not concerned. 
The argument resolves itself into a question 
of which convention is the more profitable 
to the player using it. 

The chief argument in favor of the short 
suit convention is that it affords many more 
opportunities for doubling than the other. 
The heart convention, however, removes the 
element of doubt as to whether your partner 
will open the suit desired. 

When no trump has been declared by 
dealer, and pone has a long established suit, 
it is usually found that the no trump declar- 
ation also has been based on one long es- 
tablished suit with a reéntry. In such a 
case it is an even chance which of the two 
the leader may select. Again, it frequently 
happens that leader’s shortest suit is not the 
one which pone has expected. 


More Profitable in Long Run: 
After the analysis of a great many deals, 
in which both conventions have been used 
to advantage, I reluctantly am compelled 
to decide in favor of the heart convention ag 

being more profitable in the long run. 
The short suit convention requires more 
skill on the part of those employing it, and 
is in every way more suitable for so brainy 


a game as bridge. Like the trump call in 


whist, however, the heart convention gives 
to its users, at times, an absolute advan- 
tage, which could be gained only by close 
reading of the cards.

Much of the track now being rebullt for- 
merly was used by cable cars, and the mas- 
sive ound structure necessary for 
“ housing '’ the cable is a matter of surprise 
to the layman. 

Rebuilding the oy “ under traffic” ts 
practically out of question, not alone 
on account of the excessive cost of such « 
method but also on account of ite extreme 
incenvenience and the constant interruption 
to traffic. It is necessary to keep traffic 
open over all “ special work ’’—that is, over 
switchee and crossings; but in all clear 
stretches of traek the practice is to abandon 
the tragk to be rebuilt and thus give a clear 
field to the workmen.

Special Steel in Frogs and Switches. 

The frogs and switches are all made of 
cast manganese Steel, a steel that is exoep- 
tionally hard and tough. Because of its re- 
martkable durability, thia steel is rapidly 
coming into universal use among the street 
railways. 

To the layman the most interesting phase 
of all this work is the machines with which 
it is done. 


These machines are mounted on standerd | 


etreet car wheels carried on axles that are 
adjustable to any gauge of track. The power 
for their ‘operation is taken from the trolley 
wire. 

Léttle is to be said of the concrete mixer, 
@@ machines of this kind have become too 
eomenon to excite much interest. The au- 
tematic device for hoisting the ingredients 


of the concretecement, sand, and broken 
stone—to the mixer, is novel and is not a 
common feature of these machines. 


What would seem at first glance to be the 
least important part of the work, welding the 
joints, is, in fact, thé most important and 
dificult part ef all, involving the highest 
grade of machines, and the greatest skill 
and judgment on the part of the operators. 
Por many years an entirely successful 
method for welding stee! rail was « constant 
subject of invention and experiment. A 
great deal of money was t on welding 
machines that either fall 
trifle short of doing the work satisfactorily. 

The machines now working on the streets 
of Chicago were inyented by Prof. Elihu 
Thomson of Lynn, Mass. They are largely 
the result of evolution. But it fell to the lot 
of this inventer, in part through the applica- 
tion of well known principles, and in part 
through original discovery, to perfect a prad- 
tical and successful means for welding steel! 
rail. And these machines are both practical 
and successful. The full process of welding 
a joint requires from twelve to fifteen min- 
utes. When it is completed, the joint is the 
strongest part of the rail. . ~

Unique Process of Welding. 


The surfaces of the rail and splices arst 
must be cleaned with great thoroughness in 
order te make the weld possible. For this 
purpose the sand blast machine ts used. 
This apparatus consists of a ten horge power 
motor, driving an air compressor, a tank 
for the storage of compressed air, a din 
for holding a supply of sand, and @ mixer 
of the Tilghman type. A hose and nozzle 
connected with the mixer is used by the 
operator for directing the sand blast against 
the surfaces of the rail and splice. All for- 
eign matter is thus removed so thoroughly 
that these surfaces have the eppearance of 
having been polished 

Before proceeding to a description of the 
welding machine, it may be well to examine 
into the form of the splice and the reasons 
for some of its special features. The aplice, 
when used with hew l, ie ordinarily one 
inch thick, three and one-half inches wide, 
and eighteen inches long. At each end isa 
projection or “boss '“ formed of soft steel. 
The welding takes plece at these points and 
at the center of the splice, where a thin 
strip of soft steel is dropped in between the 
splice and the rail. Each splice ia thue 
welded to the rail at three poifts, the end 
welds taking all the longitudinal stress and 
the three welds acting together to supply 
vertical stiffness.

Electric Power Operates Crane. 


The welder itself is an elternating current 
transformer hung from a crane that extends 
out from the front of the car. The crane 
is operated by a five horse power motor, 
which also operates a small rotary pump for 
circulating.water through the welding trans- 
former and faces of contacts, to keep them 
cool. Supported on the transformer, but 
insulated from it, are two arms or jaws 
by which the pressure is applied to the splice. 

A hydraulic jack operated by « hand lever 
supplies the power for operating these arms. 
A pressure of from 37 to 40 tons on the 
splice is obtained. Within the second or 
“tender” ear is a rotary converter for 
changing the direct current of the trolley to 
an alternating current. 

The trolley ordinarily carries a current of 
500 volte and 860 amperes. After passing 
through the transformer thie current has 
the astonishing amperage of about. 30,000, 
and a voltage as low as four and sometimes 
as high as seven. This voltage is so low that

Welding Under 40 Ton Pressure.

He started in 
the real estate business by paying $100—the 
Only hundred he then had in the world—as 
first payment on a lot near the Armitage ave- 
nuecar barn. The title happened to be doubt- 
ful and he had a great deal of trouble to get 
out of the deal without losing what he had 
paid, but that did not Gtscourage him. He 
bought other lotsa, one at a time, and built 
houses on them, paying a dollar when he 
could now and then. 

A man can do a good deal without over- 
straining himeelf in twenty-five years if he 
keeps consistently at it. Most of us would 
be glad to learn Martin’s secret of heing 
thrifty without being pepuridue—so that we, 
too, could accumulate eight or ten thousand 
dollarem during the working dey so that we 
coulé be sure of comfort.in the evening of 
life.

Thejoléd young. man who has the physical 
frame but | the steam, the energy; is 
found everywhere in the slum districts of | 
the large Cities. His history goes back to the 
time when, child labor in the sweatshop, in 
the mill, or glass factory was nobody's con- 
cern, when there were no fac inspectors 
or truant and compulsory educ officers 
to see that the,boy was in school, where he 
belonged, and that he was properly looked 
after. 

Frequently this old young men is an immi- 
grant who came to this country when.a child 
and was put to work in a factory at the age of 
10 or younger. Sometimes thig immigrant | 
had come to this country with an under- | 
mined vitality from overwork in childhood in, 
the old world. Many of these old young men, 
however, are Americans of one or more gen- 
eration. They were sent to work sometimes 
by a widowed mother to earn a few nickels 
with which to buy bread, and sometimes by 
a father whose earnings were not enough to 
go round,

* Vitality at a low ebb, energies sapped, is 
the only fitting description of y of the 
young men who.come here,”’ said James Mul- 
lenbach, superintendent of the municipal 
lodging house, who hes handled thousands of 
young men of the homeless, wandering class. 
“Nearly 20 per cent of the young nien who 
come here exhibit swelled veins, sure signe 
of hard labor and exposure, An equal num- 
ber suffer from what physicians cal! harden- 
ing of the arteries, one of the signe of old age. 
It is no wonder that many of the men feel 
60 and 70 years old wae in reality they are 
not yet 35. 

“They began to work and to suffer early 
and have worked and suffered until they 
broke down. I know of several cases where 
the now olf young man began to work in a 
giaes factory before he was 9 yeare old. 
Thirty per cent of the men who find their way 
to the lodging house began to work before 
they were 14 years old, and 835 per cent went 
to work {mmediately upon reaching the lega) 
age limit of 14." 

The exact process which makes one useless 
as well as helpless by the age of 30 or 35-is 
strikingly llustrated in the case of a young 
man who is now walking the etreets of Chi- 
cago looking for work he can do. The man 
—we will call him Mr. Blank—is now 26 years 
old. He misses two fingers on éach hand and 
ig completely inert and devoid of all mental] 
energy or enterprise. How did he happen to 
come to sucha state? Hereishisstory. It is 
all so simple:

Child Ferced to Work Harder. 

Blank came to America when he was 12 
years old with his parents. They settled in 
Minneapolis. For six months he worked on 
a farm, working as many hours, if notdoing 

much work, as the grown up farm hands. 
Then he went into a can factory, where he 
worked from 4-till 6 like all other workmen, 
getting as his wage $2 a week. His parents 
* kicked ™ because he was earning 50 little. 
He got another job in the cellar of the same 
factory sorting scrap tin. This job gave him 
‘an additiona)] half dollar a week. 

After six “months work th the basement 
they put him on a punch press. His wages 
went up to $8 a week. He worked at this 
press for gome months when he lost a joint 
off each of four fingers on the left hand. 
After a month in the hospital he again went 
to work. He worked five years after that in 
the same factory and worked up to $a w 
All his wages went to the family. His father 
gave him only 50 cents out of it for spending 
money, He got disgusted and quit the job. 
That was when he wae 19 years old.

Crippled and Deaf from Exposure. 

The next thing he did was “ freighting it to 
Chicago.’’ Here he got a job in a can fac- 
tory and made $38 a day by working overtime. 
After some months, however, he lost the 
first joint of the second finger on the right 
hand, And soon after the thumb of his righé 
hand was mangled by the machine, 

Then Mr. Blank went “ on the road."’ He 
traveled up and down the country several 
times. He worked here and there. Exposure 
brought on several severe golds with the re- 
sult that he is now totally deaf in one ear and 
about half deaf in the other. 

This life of hard work@p to 19 and of wan- 
dering and uncertainty after that age sapped 
all his vitality, ambition, and brain power. 
If he is not completely weak minded, he cer- 
tainly has not the strength to meet the com- 
petition of his fellow workers. He is an old 
worn out man at the age of 26 with nothing 
ahead of him, nothing to expect ih life.

Prints on Bank Checks. 

Finger prints have a use aside from that 
of detecting: criminals. They may bé used 
to make forgery impossible. Mr. Bvans has 
interested the American Bankers’ assodia- 


_ thon_in a scheme to use finger prints on all 


checks. It is said that ione bank in Chi- 
cago on the west side has started. experi- 
ments with the system. It is likely that 
lady” who prides herself upon her 
nicely manicured hands‘will object to the 
system unless some special ink is provided 
for her use. 

When she appears to make her initial 
deposit, the polite clerk behind the brass bars 
will push out an ink pad and indicate a 


‘ place beside the line for her signature on 


the “identification” card. She will be 
asked to smear her finger with ink and make 
a print on the place pointed out. Then, when 
she Graws a check, she will be expected to 
make @ fingerprint on {t besides signing it, 
so that the bank men may refér to her card

fingers do not impair the finger print's value,

A sneak thief in the 
basement of the Chicago home today may 
count.upon getting away with more valu- 
able, standard tools than he could heave 
dreamed of a dozen years ago. 

A. F. Brockman is buyer for the hard- 
ware department of one of the big State 
street stores. He has been observing the 
trend of the business. 

* Bourteen years ago we thought we had a 
big trade with sales of $200,000 a year,” he 
said. “ Today we are doing $1,500,000 worth 
of business @ year, and the average, in- 
crease is 10 to 15 per cent @ year.

A few 
of the necessary appliances for certain work 
are in stock, but they are limited.

Plumbers Are Almost Immune. 

One of the strongest of influences against 
plumbing work in the house exerted by the 
plumbers’ supply hOpses is refusing to sell 
plumbers’ supplies to ether than licensed 
members of ‘the trade union. John Smith 
may not replace hip old bathtub with a new 
one, largely because he can’t buy the new 
tub; the dealer won't sell him the tub or the 
sink or the basin. But he can buy the 
wrenches and the rubber valves with which 
te restore his leaking faucets or he can buy 
the rubber suction valve, which, applied to 
a choked sink pipe, will effect removal of 
the obstruction perhaps quite as well as the 
Hoensed plumber can do it. :

There are several new features in evening

First Name Alone Was Known. 

Helena Marcelsi was- probably about 30 years.old, 
although she herself could not have told the exact date 
of her birth, nor even her right name. She was 
“Helena,” it is true, for when she was.a babe her un- 
known parents placéd a gold locket about her neck 
upon which that name was engraved. Shé always wore 
that locket, and regarded it as the amulet which pro- 
tected her from misfortunes that dogged her footsteps. 

As far as the meager details of her mysterious 
life may be known, Helena Marcelsi was born in Paris, 
that center which sooner or later attracts the restless 
travelers from all parts of the world. What happened 
to her parents will remain a mystery always, but the 
little girl was found alone, crying in one of the parks 
of Paris in the summer of 1881 by Mme. Marcelsi of 
Havana, who was at that time visiting the French 
capital.

honeymoon. He knew little of her past life, but loved 


her devotedly. 

When Mme. Marcelsi returned with the child and 
explained how she came to find it, her husband took 
the little one to his heart without a thought of sus- 
picion. But the gossips of Havana started a story that 
it was Mme. Marcelsi’s own child which had been born 
to her in Paris before she met the Cuban planter, and 
that after she thought it was safe she had gone back 
to Parie after the babe.

Estranged Her Foster Parents. 

The foster father, his jealous suspicions aroused 
by thie gossip, imagined he could detect a resemblance 
between his wife and the little girl, and begged Mme. 
Marcelsi to set his doubts at rest by t¢iving him proof 
of her innocence. This the woman refused to do. Mor- 
tally offended ‘at her husband's unjust suspicions she 
left him, taking the baby with her. The estrangement 
between the husband and wife never seems to have 
healed. The woman, who had an independent income, 
spent much of her time in traveling through Europe, 
devoting herself to the little girl's education.- 

Helena was placed in a. giril’s school near Paris, 
and her foster mother spent much of her time in that 
city, where she could be near the only object of affec- 
tion she had in the world. 

In the course of time Marcelsi died in Havana, and 
his widow married a man she mét |} Paris, an English- 
man of the tame of Curties. She lived in India for a 
time, and the girl; then about 14 years old, wee stricken 


with the plague on one of her visits to her foster 
mother. She recovered and was sent to a girls’ school 
in a London suburb, according to the story that is told 
by “one who knew the family. 

Helena had grown to be a great beauty, and her 
first lover was a lieutenant in the English army. She 
met him in Léndon. His family and position were 
above reproach and Helena’s foster mother sanctioned 
their engagement. But the lover was called to South 
Africa at the time of the Boer war. He gave up his 
life in that conflict and the broken hearted girl, feeling 
that some disaster inevitably pursued not only herself 
but all those who loved her, vowed that she would 
never have another sweetheart. She kept this vow for 
a time, and then her foster parents, the Curtisses, moved 
to St. Pierre, where her husband had business interests. 

Here upon the island of Martinique the young 
woman met.an Englishman who fell deeply in love 
with her. . Although she returned his affection, she re- 
fused his offer of marriage, believing that her love 
would bring misfortune to him. She begged her 
mother to send her to Paris, upon the plea that she

In Paris, Helena Marcelsi found xeon aed unable to 
forget her lover, and in reply to one of the passionate 
letters he sent. her she agreed to return to St. Pierre 
and become his wife. He wanted to meet her in Par's, 
she insisted upon returning home in company with 
the woman friend who had been living .with hen. She 
neared the island at the time of the fatal eruption of 
Mont Pelee in 1902, and was. within a few hours of 
reaching St. Pierre when that city was overwhelmed.

where she lived a retired life in New York. Her only 
companion was the woman friend, half nurse and half 
chaperon, who had always been in her mother’s family, 
and who had accompanied her to Paris her last 
visit there. This woman companion, by the way, was 
the only friend of Miss Marcelsi’s, so far as Known, 
who escaped disaster for any length-of time. 

Miss Marcelsi was afraid to look at a man, for fear 
she would bring bad luck to him, but as the years 
passed she pdrtly forgot her caution and became ac- 
quainted with a young westerner who was visiting in 
New York. Their acquaintance rapidly developed into 
love and when he begged her to be his wife, ehe told 
him the whole story of her life and of the curse which 
she believed rested upon her. She herself, she believed, 
was proof against physical disaster. Her own life was 
safe, but some ‘casualty inevitably overtook those who 
loved her.

He laughed at her fears, and finally persuaded her 
‘to agree to marry him. She stipulated, however, that 
six months must elapse. If within that time nothing 
unfortunate happened she would come to his home in 
San Francisco and become his bride.

In spite of the increase in population, the number of

the nmumiber dying in 1907.. The tmprovement in the 
pneumonia death rate was still better. 

If detter ventilation has protected a large number 
of people from contracting pneumonia during 1908, it 
also has saved @ large number from contracting con- 
sumption during the same year. The people who had 
pneumonia during 1908 have either recovered or else 
died. .The people who contracted consumption during 
1908 will not begin to G@gure in the mortality statistics 
te any considerable extent until 1909. But consump- 


tion is a matter for serious study from other stand-,

It is safe to multiply by three the number of 
deaths each year in order to get the number of living 
cases, and this would mean that there are practically 
10,000 cases of consumption in Chicago all the time. 
As the consumptive is entirely without earning capacity 
during the jast six months of his illness, there are 
continually about 1,700 peaple in the community who 
are incapable of contributing in any measure, either to 
their own support or to the support of their families. 

The excess of the rate among persons of the age 
of productiveness (20 to 60 years) ever all ether age 


are reversed, and each year will find an increase in the 
demand for these beds. A hospital of this type is of 
greater service te a community than a hospital of any 
other type. Of the 485 patients who died in this hos- 
pital during 1908, the average residence in the institu- 
tion was forty-eight days. 

It is easily safe to say that there is at al] times 
1,200 consumptives in the city of Chicago who are a 
menace to their surroundings and an adequate provi- 
sion would mean beds enough to care’ for these 1,200. 
It is a gratifying proof of the growth of intelligence 
and conscience that the demand for these beds is in- 
creasing with such -rapidity. Such hospitals should be 
conducted so that the patient is comfortable, contented, 
safely isolated from the community.

Hague Peace Conference the Beginning. 
Prof. Eckhart has noticed that The Hague 
conference has already brought about fhe establish- 
ment of a permenant international court of arbitration 
or the international department of justice. In the sum- 
mer of 1898 the czar invited all the principal states of 
the civilized world to send delegates to discuss concert- 
ed action for the maintenance 6f a general peace and 
the amelioration of the hardships of war and to plan 
for the possible reduction of military and naval) arma- 
ments of the world. : ; 
The powers agreed to submit all serious cases of in- 
ternational] diepute for decisions to an international 
tribunal. The conference provides for the selection of 
persons who shall constitute a permanent tribuna)] for 
six years. Each power can choose not more than four 
members, who must be learned in international law. 
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If a dispute occurs the disputants selécx two OF would take place exchanges’ of territory in Africa or compel obedience. Thus gradually would arise & si 


these four from each country, or others not permanent 
members. These parties choose an umpire, and the 
settlement is to progress according to stipulated ar- 
rangements of procedure. So by this conference @ 
world tribunal was established. 

A great many treaties have been made by pairs 
of governments to refer disputes to arbitration, but, 
with the exception of that between Denmark and Hol- 
land, which excepts no possible subject of disagree- 
ment, they are all limited to matters of secondary: 
interest, in which ‘Prof. Jevons declares no sane gov- 
ernment would -now think of going to war. 

In course of time as confidence in the court in- 
creases, more and more countries will be ready to sub- 
mit to the court even their integrity and independence. 
In course of time, as a matter of convenience, there 
would be three courts, two ordinary courts and an a

Delegates Will Assume Legislative Powers... 

But Dr. Jevons thinks it unlikely that the. courts 
will be established before there are at least the begin- 
nings of a permanent legislature and executive.- .The 
legislature would arise naturally by The Hague con- 
ference first resolving to meet triennially, and later 
annually. Or it might grow out of some such scheme 
as the Russian proposal to assemble annually the seven- 
ty odd members of the arbitration tribunal in order to 
elect three or four of their number as permanent judges 
for the following year. 

An assembly like this could hardly fail gradually 
to assume a legislative character, quite informally at 
first, by its discussion of the principles which should 
govern awards in difficult cases, but later acquiring.a 
recognized and ultimately a formal position as a legis- 


lative body. | 
The world legislature or senate, Dr. Jevons foresees 


general principles which must govern all judicial 4 
cisions regarding the transfer of territory. Firstly, 
that bad. government resulting in riots and misery 
makes a prima facie case for the transfer of the ter- 
ritory or the erection of an independent government; 
secondly, 
genial and there is every reason to suppose a more 
congenial government could be obtained, the change 
shall be made if sanctioned by a referendum vote of 
the ‘inhabitants of the <erritory; and, thirdly, that in 
the case of colonial countries, thickly populated or 
peopled by savages, any two governments may sell: or 
exchange territory on terms settled by the international 
court which safeguards the tnterests of the third party.

Dr. Jevons also foresees a series of laws govern- 
ing the commercial end relations of countries, prevent- 
ing tariff wars and unfair discriminations, providing 
maximum tariff rates, and disencouraging exclusive 
shipping laws. 

The procedure of the senate will be practically that 
of the English house of commons with a few modifica- 
tions. Speeches will be delivered in French or Esperan- 
to, or, summarized in one of these languages by the 
clerk of the senate. A verbatim report of each debate, 
officially translated into French, English, German, and 
Spanish, will be printed and distributed to members 
during the day following each sitting. 

Formal sittings will take place but three days in 
the week, in order to allow plenty of time for commit- 
tee work and individual discussion, adjustment of dif- 
ferences often being that effected outside the chamber. 

The development of the executive branch of the 
government looks more. difficult for Prof. Jevons to 
forecast. He believes the seed is to be found in the 
secretary of The Hague conference. Certain officials 


are needed to arrange and control ‘the business of the . 


conference, and they already play a prominent part 
in its’ work. 

When the conference or some body of delegates be- 
gins to meet at regular intervals, and occupies a per- 
manent home in Carnegie’s Palace of Peace at The 
Hague, there cannot fail to be established a perma- 
nent body of officers whose businéss it will be to pre- 
pare and facilitate the conferences and the work of 
the arbitration court, to publish their proceedings, and 
preserve archives.

She toils not, neither does she 
spin, at least, in the ordinary acceptation of the terms, 
and consequently she does not have to meet the re- 
quirements in dress, which must be considered by the 
girl in the store or office. Also, of course, she is not 
hampered by the same fihancial considerations. |

Play Contest 
Inaugurated by The Sunday Tribune.. 


Tur Sunpay TRIBUND’s play contest promises to be the most 
important event of the year in theatrical circles, and the 
greatest interest is being manifested on the part of actors 
and producers. Many scenarios already have been sub- 
mitted to the Sunday editor and there have’ been many in- 
quiries. It ts hoped—and there is reason for the hope—that 
the contest will result in the discovery of several] new Ameri- 
can plays of merit and many new American playwrights of 


promise. 
The object of Tus SuUNDAY TRIBUNE'S play contest is to 


give the amateur playwright a hearing. Whether his complaint 
‘is well founded or not, the average amateur believes that he 
has not had a “square deal” from the manager and actor. 
His effort has been carelessly read, he thinks, and. because of 
his lack of acquaintance with influential theatrical people and 
hie lack of knowledge of etage carpentry his valuable ideas 


have been ignored. 

While this contest is not limited to amateur playwrights, 
under the conditions which govérn the reading and the selec- 
tion of prize winners, the amateur will have precisely as good 
a chance as the professional. The judges will not knéw wheth- 
er they are reading the work of Clyde Fitch, who has written 
fifty plays, or of John Jones, who ts submitting his first effort. 

And the judges will not care, They will ‘be absolutely im- 
partial.

The price of the seats had been placed at 
$4, and this seemed to frighten many of the 
curiously inclined. In spite of the high price 
there was about $4,000 in fhe house the first 
night and the sixteen performances netted 
the gifted pair $16,000. On the first night 
the French inhabitants of Chicago appeared 
in force, coming from all parts of the city 
and from ell walke of life. For the most 
part they occupied $4 seats and probably 
this amount in many cases meant weeks of 
saving. . 

While in Chicago Coguelin gave a dinner 
for Richard Manefield as & tribute from the 
French to the English speaking Cyrangq. 
The pleagure of his stay in thie city, how- 


‘ever, was marred by several incidents. For 


one thing, the audiences not only were not 
large but seemed to prefer the plays in 
which Bernhardt appeared as star supported 
by Coquelin rather than. the plays in which 
this order was reversed. This plainly indi- 
cated a preference for the more famous 
Bernhardt, and it is said to have hurt the 
pride of Coquelin. Throughout the engage- 
ment, too, there was the fear that Gross 
might enjoin the. production of *' Cyrano,” 
although the latter declared afterward that 
he had no such intention. 

At the time of his death Coquelin was about 
to begin rehearsals of the latest Rostand 
drama, ‘‘ Chanticleer,”’ and the author had 
arrived in Paris for the purpose of con- 
sulting with the actor regarding the work. 
The loss France suffers in the latter's 
death was truthfully voiced by the Temps 
of Patis. “ M. Coquelin will be mourned by 
every one,” it said editorially; “by the 
euthora, of whom he was the brilliant in- 
terpreter; by the public, of whom he was 
the idol; by the great and humble, and by 
poor actors, of whom he wes the bene-

HUMANITY’S CULLS. 

A manufacturer of T squares rejects 
many pieces. If the slightest variation 
in rulings is discovered the article ceascs 
to have value to him. It might be passed 
off upon the unsuspecting. But the pride 
in reputation for producing absolutely ac- 
curate instruments is a commercial reason 
for seeking perfection, even if the innate 
desire to do honest work is wanting. A 
thousand other illustrations ‘of the culling 
process might be cited showing how the 
producer rejects the unfit. 

Should the same sort of process be used 
with human beings? The ancients 
thought so. They took the weak and un- 
promising children and left them on the 
mountain to die. By sucha procedure 
they saved themselves a lot of trouple 
with dependents. Should the culls and 
scalawags of humanity nowadays be 
taken before the courts, investigated eci- 
entifically, and, if found unworthy, be 
colonised and left to die? Should mar- 
riages be more closely supervised, @o as 
to prevent the union of the unfit? Is the 
state bound by any humanitarian ideas to 
keep up indefinitely the maintenance of 
asylums, penitentiaries, and homes, to be 
filled largely with those whose ancestry 
is criminal, insane, or diseased? 

There is a vast amount of sober thought 
given to such queries nowadays. The ad- 
dresses before a company of physicians in 
Chicago may phrase the thought in start- 
ling language, viewing the subject from 
the angle of improvement of the human 
family. But students of charities are 
thinking the same things, even when they 
are known to be men and women of most 
tender and sympathetic natures. The 
physician and the philanthropist alike 
recognize the evils in a difficult situation. 
They cite plain and definite facts. They 
furnish food for reflection, even if the one 
who looks on from the outside is unable 
to digest it. 

The principles of eugenics run counter 
to a strong sentiment. “How much, 
then, is a man of more value than a 


fluenced millions. The spirit of unselfish- 
ness and of love for humanity is a power- 
ful force. It grows because of interest in 
the weak and the helpless. It may be 
doing more for the betterment of the world 
than ever could be done through eugenics. 
“Step by step, since time began, I see 
the steady gain of man,” expresses the 
same general idea. Almost everybody be- 
Heves that the human race is advancinz. 

The. propositions of the physicians and 
} the philanthropists may never be carried 
out to the extreme limit. They may, 
however, provoke discussion and lead to 
serious thought that will result in im- 
provement in certain directions where 
such improvement is necessary.

Statistics on production of cement tell 
a story of astonishing development.

THE NATION'S GATEWAY. | 

The annual report of the commissioner 
general of immigration tells an encouraging 
story. The work of the ‘bureau was in- 
creased nearly 20 per cent during the year. 
The increase was not due to the swell- 
ing of the tide flowing through the. na- 
tion’s gateway. As a matter of fact 
there was a falling off of half a million in 
the number of arrivals, the aggregate 
representing a loss of 39 per cent as com- 
pared with the total for 1907. The in- 
crease of work done tells of greater effi- 
ciency in administration. 

Some of the.matters considered by the 
bureau are indicated by the statements 
about illiteracy, cash per e@apita, exclu- 
sion of undesirables, Japanese and Ohi- 
nese newcomers, alien contract labor, and 
the destinatién of immigrants. That 26 
per cent of the ali were found illit- 
erate, that the cash brought averaged 
$23 to the individual, that 11,000 unde- 
sirables were barred, that 2,000 contract 
laborers were denied admission and 240 
others who had escaped notice before 
were arrested and sent away, all have in- 
terest. * 

The most important work, perhaps,/is 
that connected with the subject of intelli- 
gent distribution of the accepted immi- 
grants. The ever present problem is the 
prevention of congestion mn the large 
cities. Every student of the socia)] condi- 
tions in the cities quickly finds that there 
are large numbers of people trying to 
adapt themselves to city life in America 
whose whole experience in the old world 
was in the country. Much of the want 
and suffering results from such il] adjust- 
ment. To prevent this uneconomic dis- 
tribution of population when the country 
districts are secking workers is to be stil] 
more actively a part ‘of the work of the 
immigration bureau. 

The revelations about Rosebud lends 
are reminders that rural life in a frontier 
community affords little of attractiveness 
to those who have been accustomed to the 


_ecomforts of a city. But there is another 


side. Thousands of people who like farm 
life have made homes in the wilderness, 
have gained competence, have seen the 
country develop, hd@ve helped to make the 
United States a gteat and prosperous na- 
tion. No more important work could be 
done by the immigration officials than that 
of wise direction of incoming aliens from 
the farms of the old world to the farms 
of the new. , There has been téo much 
haphazard locating in the past. There 
is room for much intelligence .in this mat- 
ter.

Leicester's new earl, who has just come 

into the family honors end estates through 


over @ years of age and, unlike: his two 
predecessors, is more of a soldier than an 
agricultural expert, having commanded for 
a number of years the Scots guards, with 
whom he served in the various Egyptian and 
Soudan campaigns, as well as in the South 
African war. . He is a particular friend of 
the king and was not lorg ago appointed lord 
lieutenant of the county of Norfolk; that is 
to say, the lord lieutenant and principal au- 
thority of the crown in the shire in which 
the sovereign’'s owm country home of San- 
dringham is situeted. He is tall, slender, 
fond of spore a first class Shot, and an en- 
thusiastic cricketer, while his wife, in spite 
of her having grown up sons, is still a beau- 
tiful woman, with tell, graceful figure, per- 
fect complexion, typically Irish eyes, and 
handsome ruby brown hair. She is musical, 
is an adept on the banjo, and isa first class 
skater, having taken prizes in a number of 
competition. The new earl has several sons, 
the eldest of whom now becomes in his turn 
Viscount Coke, and who is, like his father, 
a soldier, having served with the Scots 
guards in the South African war. The new 
Lord Leicester’s sisters include the dowager 
countess of Dunmore, who is well known 
over here in connection with the interest 
which she takes in the Christian Science cult; 
the countess of- Dartmouth, who is also a 
frequent visitor to this country; the dowager 
countess of Leitrim; the dowager viscountess 
of Powerscourt, and Lady Belper. 

The present earldom of Leicester is of mod- 
ern creation. Its title has been held by a 
number of different houses of the aristoc- 
racy, having in some instances become ex- 
tinct, and in other instances been attainted. 
It was bestowed at the beginning of the 
ne ngewe century upon Sir Thomas Coke, 

e postmaster general of King George II. 
Deine without leaving any issue, his peer- 
ages became extinct and his great Norfolk- 
shire estates, known as Holkham, passed 
to his sister Anne's son, Wenman Roberts, 
who in accordance with the terms of his 
uncle’s will assumed, with the permission of 
‘ine crown, the name and arms of Coke. He 
died? in 1876 and was succeeded by his son. 
Thomas Coke, famous for many years in 
politics and in social English life as “ Mr. 
Coke of Holkham,”’ and who in 1887 was 
created earl of Leicester and Viscount Coke. 
The new earl of Leicester is his grandeon. 

Holkham covers an area of about 50,000 
acres and has been in the possessior of the 
Coke family since the days of Sir Edward 
Coke, the lord chief justice of England under 
Queen Blizabeth and Jamesl. Many of the 
wonderful treasures that render the library 
at Holkham world famed were collected by 
him. The Ubrary comprises the original 
manuscript of Leonardo da Vinci’e Book of 
Hydraulics, written in delicate hand “a la 
Mancine.”’ that is to say, backwards, so that 
it can only be read by holding it to a mirror; 
a Cicero of the ninth century from the abbey 
of Cluny, which belonged to -the unfortu-., 
nate Abelard; an illumigated menuscript of 
the “* Divina Commedia,” which belonged to 
Dante himself, and a manuscript Livy, pre. 

sented by Oosmo da Medicis to Alfonsé of 
Naples, of which the leaves are reported to 
be impregnated with a subtie and deadly 

. There is alco in the library a4 bean- 

tiful reliquery of beatén gold, ornamented 
with precious stones, and alleged by its 
monkish possessors to contain bones of St, 
Thomas, St. Bridget, St. Oswald, and 8st. 
James; a collection as heterogeneous as holy. 

The late Lord Leicester, like his father be- 
fore him, always declined to insure Holkham 
hall or its contents, partly because he be. 
lieved that no money could cover the loss of

Holkham park is inclosed by a wall over 
nine miles long, end within its limits ig the 
most famous bird sanctuary in the united 
kingdom.
